Although no formal action was taken 
at the meeting, which was attended 
mostly by ecclesiastics with a sprin- 
kling of laymen, the entire situation 
was understood to have been discussed. 


The talk centered principally upon 
the possibility that King Edward is 
prepared to marry the American di- 
vorcee if he finds a liberal-minded 
clergyman. 

Prime Minister Stanley Baldwin did 
not attend. 

Disclosure that the Archbishop of 
Canterbury, who recently snubbed the 
monarch by refusing to attend a royal 
affair at which Mrs. Simpson was a 
guest, had presided at the meeting im- 
mediately gave rise to wide conjecture 
and a flood of new rumors. 

One rumor stated that Edward has 
persuaded his own clergyman at Wind- 
sor to perform the marriage in event 
he decides to marry Mrs. Simpson.

Most of the presidential associates are looking at Wallace. The lib- 
erals, within, believe he is the only cabinet member who is eligible, be- 
cause Hull in 1940 would be much older than presidential candidates 
uSually are. He would be 68. 

The Wallace idea has entered the minds of too many official person- 
ages here simultaneously to be regarded as idle speculation. Just at 
present it seems to be an exclusive possibility. 

Note—The big reason Wallace is favored other than the obvious ones 
is that he is honest. Originally he was too shy and also too candid to 
be a politician. Lately he has been getting a great kick out of cam- 
paigning and he has been handling himself with shrewdness and assur- 
ance. Read his recent speeches if you want to see how. 


NO. 1 CHANCE An equally logical possibility is not being men- 
tioned by anyone, inside or out. It is that the 
next Democratic national convention will renominate President Roose- 
velt, if all goes well between now and then. Apparently no one wants 
to harbor such a premature thought just yet, but it is a real one. 
The logic of it lies in the fact that only the names of Messrs. Wallace 
and Hull are being mentioned seriously. Furthermore, if the convention 
were held today, there would be no doubt what it would do, regardless 
of Mr. Roosevelt’s wishes or the unbroken precedent against third terms. 
However, many things will happen before June, 1939. 


FARMER-LABOR Third party talk continues to swirl around the 

bulk of John Lewis, but behind it, unobserved, is 
the more realistic figure of Governor Phil La Follette, of Wisconsin. At 
least, the men who look ahead see it that way. 

Lewis has a thousand bridges yet to cross, ana he may need pon- 
toons before 1940. Attention is currently centered on him because the 
first requisite for his presidential candidacy was complied with the other 
day. His biography by Cecil Carnes was published, with the modest sub- 
title of “Leader of Labor,” but it contained such phrases as these: “He 
would like to be president. . . . He is an orator to match Bryan, an ego 
as nicely balanced as that of Mussolini. ... His Americanism is truer than 
Hearst’s. . . . He has the charm of Roosevelt and the dash of the late 
Huey Long... .” 

Governor Phil’s biography, when published, will not match this one, 
but his strategical position is better. He has the'contacts here in the 
senate and in the New Deal which may bring him forward within the 
next few years. Lewis is all labor and would have a hard time getting 
the farmer half of a Farmer-Labor party, but La Follette can get the 
farmer half and possibily labor also. 

: The New Dealers are watching this situation more closely than you 
now. 


METHODS ‘The A. F. of L. executive council is suggesting a con- 

stitutional amendment, if necessary, to preserve social 
security. This makes three constitutional amendments now involved in 
serious discussion, NRA, AAA and SS. It also makes clear what many 
a presidential counselor has begun to suspect about any constitutional 
amendments. The trouble is not where to start them, but where to stop 
them if they are ever started, 

Sportsmen consider it bad business to make up the rules of their 
games as they go along. A changed rule may become immediately de- 
sirable to meet a particular situation in a particular game, but if you 
start that, everyone concedes you will ruin the game in the end. In 
rules for government, the consequences are likely to be more unsat- 
isfactory. 

A better method in government, sport or individual living is to re- 
adjust your plans to accomplish your aims without changing the rules. 

This may explain why Mr. Roosevelt is reported to be (a) not listen- 
ing particularly closely to John Lewis, who wants a constitutional NRA 
amendment, (b) shying away from the Edward O’Neal suggestion of an 
AAA constitutional amendment, and (c) unimpressed by the A. F. of L.

DON’T GO HUNGRY. 
Calorie mismanagement can add 
pounds to your weight and stil) leave 
you hungry. Let's go through a typi- 
cal day, slicing off calories where 
they count least toward appeasing the 
appetite and most toward embonpoint. 
Calories don’t lie, but we can figure! 
Skipping breakfast won't make one 
whit of difference in your weight if 
the total calories for the day add up 
to double chins. In fact, 275 breakfast 
calories give you. a lift and make 
“dieting” easier. Orange juice, a soft- 
boiled or poached egg, one slice of but- 
tered toast and coffee can all be in- 
cluded in the 275 calories, with a lit- 
tle pruning on the trimmings. One 
half pat of butter per meal is the 
limit, and one-fourth pat is enough for 
one slice of toast. One rounded tea- 
spoon of sugar and one teaspoon of 
coffee cream is the rule for the re- 
ducer. So don’t forget and dump a 
large amount of cream into your cof- 
fee. Two tablespoons of thick cream 
and one lump of sugar contribute 150 
calories to the total breakfast. And 
butter calories add up even faster! 
Jam and yellw are 100 per cent cal- 
ories and not on the reducer’s menu. 
For luncheon, how would you like 
bouillon, a sandwich, a glass of butter- 
milk and fruit? Sounds hke too much 
food ot be slimming? You can stretch 
400 luncheon calories a long way by 
using reducer’s mayonnaise on salads 
and sandwiches, leaving butter off the 
sandwich, and taking a fruit for des- 
sert. You can—but shouldn’t—take 
300 calories in a piece of pie, for if 
you do, you will be hungry halfway 
through the afternoon, and you won't 
have your full quota of minerals, pro- 
teins and vitamins although you may 
not worry about them, you should. 
You can lose weight without giving 
up all the foods you enjoy most. Din- 
ner at night may include a lean meat, 
two cooked vegetables, a salad, low- 
calorie dessert and a beverage. You 
can't grumble about that meal! 
Choose the lean meats, such as beef, 
veal, lamb or chickén and leave the 
trimmed fat from the edges on your 
plate. Have the vegetables’ served 
plain, with one-half pat of butter. 
Salads furnish vitamins without add- 
ing many calories the calories 
come in dressing ginger ale and good 
desserts, and protectitve foods as well,

It is no hardship to limit the dinner 
calories to 600, and you can have 
three square meals a day on 1,275 
calories. 

If you gain weight while dieting. 
you are probably salting too heavily 
and taking an excess of water with 
your meals. Two glasses of iced water 
with your meal are two too many. 
For the reducer, there are rules even 
as to water drinking, for excess liq- 
uid stretches the stomach and encour- 
ages your appetite. That is what you 
don’t want! Water at the end of the 
meal has the same bad effect. How-

U. S. Agent, However, More 
Hopeful and Will Seek 


New Talks. 


SAN FRANCISCO, Nov. 17.—(?) 
Shipowners and union representatives 
met at the peace table today for the 
first time since the maritime strike 
started October 30 but reported little 
progress. 

“The shipowners wouldn’t budge an 
inch,” said Harry Lundeberg® secre- 
tary of the Sailors’ Union, as the con- 
ference adjourned. 


Assistant Secretary of Labor E. F. 
McGrady said, however, he was “more 
hopeful” and announced he would re- 
frame some of the proposals and seek 


‘another meeting tomorrow. 


Replying to a plea of the mayors of 


| several strike aftected cities for arbi- 
tration, 


ati employers reiterated their 
willingness to accept that course, but 
Sailors’ Union and other strike lead- 
ers again proclaimed their refusal. 

Lundberg said the union represent- 
atives offered to supply unlicensed 
dock personne] under a union prefer- 
ence clause, with the proviso that if 
there was a dispute over a seaman's 
ability the matter should be referred 
to a port committee for settlement. 

This, the Sailors’ Union secretary 
said, was rejected by T. G. Plant, 
spokesman for the operators. 

It was said the three unions repre- 
senting unlicensed seagoing personnel 
proposed creation of a “port commit- 
tee’ to handle disputes arising over 
the administration of union controlled 
hiring halls.
